SANE LUNATICS 
ARE NUMEROUS 


Many People in Asylums Who 
Are Not Crazy, 


aeiadihieeastnetineeeatll 


Thoy Prefer to Remain in the Eng- 
lish Lunatic Asylums Because 
of the Luxuries that Sur- 
round Them—Don’t De- 
sire Freedom. 


Special Cable. 

London, September 23.—‘‘I am con- 
vinced that many persons of quite heal- 
thy mdnds prefer to remain voluntarily 
in our county Junatic asylums because of 
the luxuries that surround them. They 
do not want their freedom.” 

Dr. L.- Forbes Winslow, the well-known 
authority on mental diseases, made this 
statement apropos of a complaint by a 
Warminster guardian that the Wilts 
asylum is better furnished than many 
noblemen’s houses he had visited. 

“IT would rather send a patient of mine 
to a county asylum than to a private in- 
stitution however wealthy he or she 
might be,’ averred the doctor. 

These rate-maintained homes of the 
growing army of mentally inefficients do 
not, as the doctor showed, tally with the 
common impression of being cheerless, 
prison-lHke places, whose inmates droop 
dismally under the burden of their af- 
fliction, An enumeration by Dr. Forbes 
Winslow of the “attractions’’—if the 
word be permissible—provided in an aver- 
age modern asylum included al] the com- 
forts of a good hote] and all the games 
and pastimes of a West End club. There 
are now to be found in these institutions: 
Billiard tables, card tables, chess tables, 
concert rooms, ball rooms, theaters, ten- 
nis courts, cricket and football grounds, 
croquet lawns: 

“At some of the large asylums,’ added 
the doctor, ‘“‘private theatricals are con-

This Is a great place for soft drinks 
The cafes have them by the score, and 
some are good. <A popular one is panal, 
made from a mixture o{ Sugar and white 
Of egg dried in rolls six inches long. 
Phese rolls are served with a glass of 
water. You drop your panal in ani it 
dissolves, and you have a sweetish drink 
which makes the Cuban’s mouth water. 
Pineapple juice is not bad, and naran. 
jada, or the juice of oranges, if covled 
with a bit of ice, is delicious. Another 
drink is tamarind fruit crushed in wa- 
ter, and a-third is the muk of the green 
cocoanut, poured: out in a glass and 
iced. Green cocanut muik looks like wa- 
ter. It has a lightly sweetish taste with 
& mild flavor of cocoanut. It is not to 
be compared to the miik of the ripe nut 
which is cOarse and heavy. There js a 
drink here made of the skins and vores 
of pineapples, which have been placed 
in a stone jar with water and alluwed 
to ferment; and there are others made 
of other fruits the names of which I jo 
not know. The Cubans have but tow 
intoxicating liquors, and, @o far, I have 
seen, almost no drunkenness. The most 
common wines are Spanish, it being the 
custom to drink wine with one’s meals

Ihe street car rates are 5 cents Aimer- 
jean, and there is a set of common vyehi- 
cles known as gua-guas, which connect 
Havana. with al] suburban towns the 
fares of which are remarkably low. The 
Sua-fuas, pronotnced wah-wahs, are the 
property of the street car co anies 
They are omnibuses, each drawn by four 
mules, the animals being driven on the 
gallop up hill and down. I have ridden 
in them here and there over the island 
but I doubt whether they are fit vehi- 
cles for our supersensitive American ja- 
dies, who may object to the smoking

The cabs of Cuba are victorias with 
toys Which come down so as to shade the 
eyes. They are well-made vehicles im- 
ported from Europe. Indeed, I am told 
that the American cab wil] not stand 
the wear and tear of the Havana street. | 
The most of the city thoroughfares are 
narrow, and not a few are paved with 
cobbles. In some of them it is hardly 
possible to pass, and the drivers have 
to be careful at the crossings or when 
turning a corner. Every cab hag a bell 
under it, which is rung by the foot of 
the driver. These bells are of the door- 
gong variety, so that there ig a con- 
tinual clanging and ringing as the car- 
riages go through the streets. Indeed, 
it was some time before I could find

“But of all asylums the Bethlem takes 
the greatest care of and provides the 
most amusements for its patients, Con- 
certs, dances and theatrical perform- 
ances are held there regularly. 

“Unfortunately the money expended 
upon trying to amuse them and to 
lighten their oblivion is simply. thrown 
away, for these unfortunate people could 
not be happy in a pailace.”’

Cuba is moved by mules. - Thig is so 
with the heavy traffic of Havana. The 
mules are fine animals, fat, strong and 
well kept. Each cart mule has a gay 
saddle and a bridle, with a red tasse) as 
big as a fly brush at each ear and also 
under the chin. Many of the mules have 
bells about their necks, and some have 
bellg on their collars, so that they make 
a great noise as they go. 
Outside Havana the heavy traffic is 
carried in ox carts; such cars are. to 
be seen everywhere throughout the d#- 
and, except in the larger citis. 

The Land of Ten Million Palms. 
The most of the tourists do not get out- 
side of Havana. They miss the most in- 
teresting part of the country. There is 
no more beautiful island than this. It is 
the Switzerland of the trogics; and, in- 
deed, it might be called the land of ten 
million palms. I have seen palms in the 
tropics around the globe, but nowhere do 
they compare with those of Cuba, The 
principal tree is the royal palm. It has 
a trunk MNke frosted silver, and it rises 
straight upward to a height of [00 or| 
more feet, when it bursts out into a gi- 
gantic tasse? of fernlike leaves. The 
leaves are of the Sfightest green; they 
have many branches, and they quiver in 
the breeze. These royal palms are to 
be seen in groves and singly here and 
there throughout cultivated Cuba. They 
often line the road to some great hacien- 
da. or mark the boundaries of an estate, 
They may be seen among the sugar fields, 
columns of silver rising out of a plain of 
emeralds and again over the dark green 
of the tabacco or above the reddish 
bronze of a pineapple plantation. They 
stand out upon the newly plowed fields 
of rich chocolate soil and mirror them- 
selves in every stream and take. There 
are tens of thousands—aye, tens of mil- 
lions of them. 

These palm trees form, to a large ex- 
tent, the building and roofing materia] of 
Cuba. Their leaves are used to wrap the

Moorish Spain. There are caves scat- 
tered here and there over the island. 
Those of Bellamar, near Matanzas, con- 
gist of a series of underground chambers 
and halls about 3 miles in length, walled 
and hung with stalactite and etalag- 
mite formations. One of the halis is 250 
feet Jong and 80 feet wide, its roof be- 
ing upheld by fmmense columns. It is 
known as the Gethic temple. There are 
wonderful caves in the mountains near 
Camaguey, and natural bridges and tun- 
nels and subterranean rivers throughout 
the island. The Cuzco river, in eastern 
Cuba, bores its way through a lofty ride. 
and comes out on the other side, 3 miles 
distant. 
The Virgin of Cobre. 

Cuba has some shrines which are worth 
visiting. One may tramp about here in 
the foot-prints of Coiumbus, and .f he 
has that faith which moves mountains he 
may go to the shrine of the Virgin of 
Cobre, not far from Santiago, and have 
all his ailments cured. I visited this 
place during my exploration of the cop- 
per mines. The chapel of the Virgin ifs 
right on the top of the mountain, with 
the village of Cobre perhaps a quarter 
of a mile below it. There are steps 
leading from the town to the chapel, and 
pilgrims come here at certain times of

} the year and go up these steps on thetr 
knees to pray to the virgin and be 
cured. It is the custom in Cuba when 
one’s prayers regarding a special ailment 
>have been answered to give a silver 
model of the diseased member to the 
church. . In the glass vases back of the 
altar I saw 500 little solid silver legs 


which the priest told mse had been given

hands, and even golden lungs, livers ani 
lights. There were go.d and silver eyes 
donated by the blind who had been 
made to see, and .a cord or so of 
crutches which had aided the lame to the 
chapel, but which, being cured. they 
needed no longer. As 1 examined these 
eviijences of the Virgin's curative prover. 
ties the priest told me he had boxes of 
other gold and silver images stored away 
in the vaults of the church, and he re- 
tailed many fairy stories of the Virgin 
and her wonderful cuzé¢s, 


How the Virgin Looks. 


This Virgin is the patron saibt of Cuba. 
She has much the same place here as 
that of Saint Anne de Eeaupre in Cana- 
da, or that of the spring blessed by ttre 
Virgin at Lourdes. The priest openrd 
the glass case in which she is kept ond 
allowed me to examine her. Her figure 
is about as big as a two-dollar 40'l. 
It is of wood beautifully painted and 
clad in satin, embroidered with flowers, 
and decorated with emeralds, diamonds 
and other jewels. There is said to te 
about forty thousand dollars worth of 
diamonds and emeralds upon it, and this, 
notwithstanding a robtery of about six 
years ago, when thieves broke into the 
chapel and carried away treasures worth 
$25,000. 

Dates Back to Columbus. 

The story of this Virgin dates back to 
the days of Columbus. I have it from 
the mouth of the priest. Her first ap-

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pearance was in the Sands of Alonzo 
Ojeda, who gave her to an Indian chief, 


in whose tribe she was worshipped. Lag 
Casas, the Spanish historian, describes 
this Virgin, and tellg how she helped the 
Indians, who had hér in their contests 
with neighboring tribes. At one time two 
armies were facing each other. One pos- 
sessed the image of the Virgin and the 
other had their nafive idols. The contest 
Was to see whose god was the stronger. 
As the contestants came together the In- 
dians, who owned the Virgin, repeated 
an Ave Maria, whereupon the Virgin her- 
self came down in a cloud and gave vig- 
tory to that army. 

A short time after this the Virgin dig- 


appeayed and she was not seen again |

unti] just aboyt eight yearg after our 
Pilgrim forefathers landed on Piymouth 
Rock.

same spot. The people then realiged that 
this was the chosen home of the Virgin, 
and they erected a church on the site. 
That church was built at just about 
the time that Boston was founded. It 
was afterwards succeeded by the churéh 
of today. It stands on the top of a 


copper flied mountain. What were once

Now at the head of Georgia S 
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There has grown up throughout the 
state a very general interest in the per- 
sonality Of Professor K. G. Matheson, 
who will be the executive head of Geor- 
gia’s great industrial university, the 
Technological school, for th eapproaching 
scholastic year in all probability and 
perhaps for a longer period. 

Not long after death robbed that in- 
stitution of .one who had been such a 
stupendous factor in its building up, Cap- 
tain Lyman Hall, the board: of trustees 
met and named Professor Matheson, who 
occupied the chair of Emglish at. the 
school, as temporary chairman of the 
faculty. 

More recently the trustees met to con- 
sider the question of a president to suc- 
ceed Captain Hall. The outcome of that 
meeting was not exactly the election of a 
president, but the board voted to retain 
Professor Matheson as chairman of the 
faculty for an indefinite period. 

The growth of the Georgia Scnool of 
Technology has been rapid, but substan- 
tial, until it now Occupies a place in the 
very forefront of institutions of its kind 
in this country. It is recognized as sus- 
taining a relation of incalculable im- 
portance to the vast industrial evolu- 
tion going on in the south, for an essen- 
tial of extensive industrial activity is 
the presence of skilled and educated men 
aS Managers in each enterprise that en- 
ters the field. 

It is to. meet this need for technically 
educated men in sufficient numbers to 
keep pace with the demands made by 
increasing investments Of capita] in all 
lines of manufacturing ‘that the ‘‘Tech’’ 
was established. And fhe influence of 
the ‘‘Tech’’ in turn has been to stimulate 
still further practical industria] growth. 
Thus its far reaching importance can 
hardly be overestimated and consequent- 
ly the man who stands as its executive 
head commands the interest and atten- 
tion of all southerners concerned with 
the full development of the section. 

New Head a Southerner. 

Professor Matheson, though not a 
Georgian, is a southerner, being a na- 
tive of South Carolina, and is thorough- 
ly in sympathy with southern habits of 
thoughts, southern ideals and southern 
traditions, a quality which in Captain 
Hall made him so intuitively apprecia- 
tive of the wisest and best policy for 
a southern industrial school. 

Professor Matheson was born at. Che- 
raw, 8S. C. His father, John F. Mathe- 
son, a banker of prominence, was a na- 
tive of Scotland, but had immigrated to 
this country at a very early age. Pro- 
fessor Matheson’s mother was a Miss 
Graham, a descendant of Colonel Dever- 
nal, of the British army, who, back in 
colonial -days, received a magnificent 
grant of land in South Carolina, much 
of which still remains in the hands of 
his descendants.

Some persons have a habit of taking 
desk instruments in their hands and 
tilting backs in their chairs while they

Apparently a 
woman’s voice comes over the wire more 
clearly than a man’s, and the inference 
is that a man should pitch hfs voice a 
little higher than he ofdinarily would. 


THE RIGHT WAY TO TELEPHONE 
Speak With the Lips Almost in the 
and in a Tone Lower 
Than You Use in Conversation. 
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Certainly every one should speak dis- 
tinctly, should avoid talking ‘in the 
throat,’’ and should evén make an effort 
to ‘eject’ the voice from the mouth as 
elocutionists and lecturers do. If yOu 
hear a telephone man ‘talking by wire 
you will notice that he drawis his words 
a little—not enough +o make conversation 
noticeably slow, but sufficiently so that 
one word is started on its way belore 
another can tread on its heels. Clipping 
words, which is sometimes done unde: 
the impression that it gives them a 
sharper sound, is a mistake. 

Lower the Voice. 

Even for talking over considerable dis- 
tances the voice should be lowered in 
telephone conversations, Talking from 
New York to Boston or to Philadelphia, 
for example, is no more of an effort than 
talking from your office to your house. In 
event of longer conversations, however, 
it is better to speak a little louder. In 
talking from New York to Chicago, for 
instamce, the voice is heard best when 
it rises to about the pitch of a loud con- 
versation. Ag the “limit of transmission”’ 
is approached—and that is about 1,600 
miles fust now, so that the rule applies to 
anything over 1,300 milés, say from

tion. People whose hearing is normal 
acquire the habit.of instinctively ‘“‘listen- 
ing with oné ear,” while they are at the 
telephone; generally, one whose hearing 
is somewhat affected will do better to 
close the ear that is not covered by the 
receiver. The Bell companies have sub- 
Scribers to whom they furnish special 
instruments with two recelvers so that 
one may be held at each ear, but these 
are used only in very exceptional cases. 

It is never a good idea to interfere with 
any. mechanism that you dp not under- 
stand. The telephone instrument ag it is 
put into your office or houSe is in perfect 
working order, and, barring accidents, 
wil] stay so for an indefinite time, The 
companies have had trouble repeatedly 
because some subscribers put all -sorts 
of attachments upon the instruments— 
disinfectors, ‘‘resonators,’’ impractical de- 
vices for keeping before your eyes a list 
of numbers frequently called, and so on.

Tomorrow the state fair management 
will send a photographer to Roswell for 
the purpose of securing a picture of the 
home formerly occupied by the mother 
of President Roosevelt, and from this 
will be made the miniature engrav‘ng 
which will appear at the head of the 


lunch cards, 

The luncheon will be given by the state 
fair at the Piedmont Driving Club im- 

mediately following the speaking, and 
will be attended: by. several hundred 
prominent Georgians. President Roose- 
velt and his party wilf take lunch in the 
New -York bullding, and a buffet lunch- 
eon will be served upon the terrace im- 
mediately in front. If there is any 
speaking on this occasicn it -will be en- 
tirely impromptu, but 1t is designed tnat 
the occasion shall be more in the nature 
of a luncheon and reception combined. 

Will Soon Be Announced. 

The official programme for President's 
Day will soon be announced. It is pra:. 
tically completed now, as has been stated 
in The Constitution, but there are one 
or two minor details. yet to be arranged 
before it will be made public.as an offi- 
cial announcement from the state fair 
management. 

President Roosevelt . will spend the 
early morning hours of October 20th in 
visiting Roswell, which was the home cf 
his mother. There he will be met by 
Senator A. 8.

Dr. Cary’s objection that if this passage 
does not t everlasting punishment, 
neither does K teach et life, fails 


to take into account the fact that the 
meaning of aionios here, also ig deter- 
mined by its noun. Life is indestructible 
in its very nature, while the nature of 
Punishment is that it should end 


So the fact that aeonion punishment 
comes to an end, does not imply that 
aeonion life must end. Jesus uses the 


word to imply somethi qualitative, 
rather than merely quantitative, ‘‘and this 
is life eternal, that they might know 
Thee, the only true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom Thou has tsent."" Aeonion life is 
not something in the future; it can begin 
right here and -now, and i continue 
throughout eternity. 

Passing from the immediate cons{dera- 
tion of the text, we cannot edmk Dr. 
Cary’s assertion that “the whole tenor 
of the word of God favors eternal pun- 
ishment as the doom of sinners.’’ Tnere 
are multitudes of texts which plainly 
teach or clearly imply universal salva- 
tion, the final triumph. of good over all 
evil. 

Such representative passages as the fol- 
lowing, a few chosen from a. great num- 
ber, disprove the doctor’s statement.

England The confession of these emi- | 
nent scholars as to alon, aionios, étc., | 
completely oyerthrow the argument | 
sought to be built upon them In ‘favor 
of the endless torment of millions of 
the human race. 
“Ts these may be added the testimony 
of Dr. Charlies F. Deems, who was an 
eminent Methodist divine. In his “Life 
of Jesus,’’ page 599, speaking of ever- 
lasting punishment as mentioned in Mat- 
thew xxv:46, says: “It may be endiess, 
at may come to an end.” When ripe | 
scholarship on the other side, makes this 
candid confession, it shows that the .ar- 

ment in ¢avor of the eternity of pun- 
shment is not conclusive. BDveriasting 
and forever are translated from the same 
word, and as Professor Stuart says, mean 
‘indefinite duration.’’ 

“Jonah, speaking of his confinement in 
the fish, said he was there forever. Mr. 
Cary, to be oonsistent, should believe 
that Jonah is yet in the fish, and will re- 
main there while the throne of heaven 
stands. 

“The: Psalmist says: ‘From everlasting 
to everlasting, thou art God,’ Could he 
use the word in the plural If it necessarily 
Sxpresses endless duration. Think! 

“Mr. Cary says: ‘There is no hint that 
punishment will ever come to an end. 
Easier said than proven. The Greek word 
for punishment means to check, to prune, 
to make fruitful, This undeniable trath 
kills. as dead ag death. the monstrous 
heathen doctrine of endless torment.” 


Rev. Stanley Manning’s Sermon. 


, The following is a brief synopsis of the 
ermon of Rev. Dr. Manning, which has 

en furnished The Constitution for pub- 
lication: 

“Dr. Cary’s sermon, published in The 
Constitution a few weeks ago, is an able 
Gefense of the ‘old theology’ It is as 
convincing an argument in favor of his 
Position as I have seen. Yet it contains 
certain fundamental errors whose corec- 
tion overthrows the comclusions which 
the doctor has reached. 

- “The first of these is the meaning of 
fhe Greek word aionios, translated ever- 
lasting and eternal. The old lexicons give 
@bundant ground for Dr. Cary’s position 
that in most instances this word means 
unending. But modern biblical scholar- 
ship wil) not allow this interpretation. 
Derivatively the word means, referring to 
@n age, an indefinite, but Hmited, period 
of time. The meaning everlasting was 
not attached to this word unti) long after 
the gospels were written. 

. “By the classic writer, by authors con- 
temporary with Jesus, by the learned 
fathers of the chirch, aionios was used 
fo denote a limited period. Not unti] the 
time of Augustine did it come to signify 
endless duration. If the gospel writer in- 
tended to teach everlasting punishment 
in this passage, why did he not use the | 
word aidios, which always means end- 
less, instead of this word whith very 
rarely carries such a significance? 

Dr: Cary admits that the meaning: of 
aionios is sometimes determined by « 

oun to which it is tached, as/ for 
nstance, when it refers 6 the priesthood 
of Aaron, afd to Israel’s possesaion of 
Canaan, Like the English adjective Ione 
its meaning is, at.least in these ingtences 
determined by the context. : 
In the passage under co tion, it 
is attached to the Greek word kolisis 
translated punishment But ow wo 
unishment doés not give the real mean- 
ng of the Greek. It is primarily a hort!- 
cultural word, me DP ; 

When applied to human beings, it 
wignifies to purge, to eleause, to punish 
rovement and puréfi.

ways, and live?’ 

“And I. if I be lUfted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me.’’ For 
I am persuaded that neither death, nor 
life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor things to 
come, nor height, nor -depth, nor any 
other creature shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 

These passages from Ezekiel, Jesus 
and Paul cléarly teach the salvation of 
all. He who would believe in endless 
punistiiment must disregard the obvious 
teaching of these and many other pas- 
sages. 

Turning now to Dr. Cary’s arguments 
for the justice of eterna] pun?shment, 
we find these also, lacking fn an ade 
quate conception of the facts. He claims 
that our objection to eternal punish- 
ment on.the ground that it is unjust, 
is virtually placing our sense of justice 
above that of Gods. We ask in reply, 
where did man get his sense of justice? 
If he is created in the image and like- 
ness of God, is not his sense of justice 
the image, imperfect it is true,. Dut still 
the Image of God's? If s0, can what 
is revolting to the image, be the ex- 
press decree of that which is imaged? 
We cannot so believe. 

Dr. Cary says that the objection to 
eternal punishment “comes with a poor 
show of reason from those who live in 
plain disobedience to revealed law.’ 
There are those who claim to be Univer- 
salists who are utterly ignorant of our 
doctrines, who hope to escape the pun- 
ishment they deserve. But there are 
no more hypocrites in the Universalist 
church than in any other. We are wil- 
ling to submit to the Master’s test, ‘Sy 
their fruits ye shall] know them.” 

The statement that if eternal pimish- 
ment is unjust, so also eternal li and 
happiness is unjust as the reward of a 
few years of goodness is foundegfi upon: 
the doctrine of probation: which we can 
find no adequate reason to accpt. Lack 
of space forbids the discussion of this 
question. f 

When Dr. Cary says that. sin !s no 
trival thing. but is virtually anarchy in 
God's world, he states a ‘profound fact 
which every Universalist wil] admit. 
But we will not agree that on this 
account it deserves eterfal punishment.

Hart and suggested an attempt to com- 
promise the case. <As the result of a 
conference by the commission and its 
counsel, Judge Baxter was asked to put 
his proposition in writing. This he did, 
and it was considered by us. 

In the proposition fin question Judge 
Baxter referred to the adjustment of 
rates in the southeast, which adjustment 
had long been the source of great com- 
plaint, and in diplomatic language said: 

“That the extstence of circulars 30] 
and 302, issued by the Georgia railroad 
commission embarrassed him in the ad- 
vice that he would otherwise be willing 
to give to: his clients, and if said circu- 
lars were revoked by the Georgia rall- 
road commission, he would feel at liberty 
to advise his clients to make every effort 
in their power to revise said rate ad- 
justment, and ff such revision should be 
made, the result might be satisfactory to 
the Georgia railroad commission.” 

At the end of our conference, in which 
you participated, Attorney General Hart 
wrote a letter to Judge Baxter from 
which I quote: 

“Realizing the importance of the pro- 
posed adjustment to the entire state and 
of> the uselessness of this litigation if a 
satisfactory adjustment shall be made, I 
am therefore clearly of the opinion that 
it is to the public interest, and hence 
the duty of the commission to revoke the 
orders promulgating circulars 301 and 
302, and in this opinion I am sustained 
by the hearty and unanimous approval of 
associate counsel.”’ 

Next morning, in open court, after 
reading the order of revocation filed by 
the. commission, Judge Hart made re- 
marks from which I quote: 

“T may add, in conclusion, when the 
character of this IHtigation is considered 
and the issues raised understood, in- 
volving, as it does, only commodity rates 
from the city of Atlanta to four other 
Georgia cities and from each of these 
cities back to Atlanta, and the contem- 
plated action involving rates which affect 
and concern every city, town and ham- 
let in Georgia, to imperil this boon by 
doggediy and unnecessarily insisting 
upon holding this case in court, would 
be conduct that could scarcely hope to 
escape the gravest. censure. The state 
has nothing to lose by this. course, but 
everything to gain. If the railroads should 
conclude in their conference that it is 
impossible to relieve the situation or un- 
desirable to do so, the commission al- 
most in the twinkling of an eye may 
reenact these or other circulars, and 
in so doing will have gained 4n advan- 
tage immeasurably greater than the liti- 
gation now being pressed. ahis course 
of the commission is in the interest of 
conservatism and moderation, and must 
appeal to and reassure capital.’’ 

After the court proceedings were with- 
drawn I, as the rate expert of the com- 
mission, wrote to Vice Presidents Culp, 
of the Southern railway, and Winburn, 
of the Central of Georgia railway, re- 
garding the matters in dispute. I had 
two conferences with them. I submitted 
statements showing that the rates from 
Louisville and Cincinnati to Chattanooga 
were less per ton per mile, the shorter 
distance than to Atlanta, the longer dis- 
tance; less from Nashville to Macon, the 
shorter distance than from Louisville and

Cincinnati to Macon, the longer distance, 
that the rates to Atlanta, Macon and 
Augusta from western points were made 
on one basis and to the same Georgia 
cities from eastern points they were 
made on entirely a contradictory basis. 
The railway officlals came to Atlanta 
and, through the medium of the “Ogles- 
by committee,’’ agreed to a basis of re- 
\duced rates to practically all Georgia in- 
terior cities. The railroad commission 
having forced the agreement by the rall- 
‘roads to an attempt to make a fairer ad- 
‘justment of rates in southeastern terri- 
tory, and having furnished the basis for 
what it deemed a fairer adjustment, did 
not concern itself with handling the de- 
tails. 
| And now comes the Hon. Hoke Smith, 
candidate for governor of Georgia, who 
‘on the stump at Hogansville poses and 
|says: 
| “The merchants and manufacturers of 
‘Atlanta made a great fight and seéured 
‘@ reduction outside of the state in 
freight charges. The amount of reduc- 
| tion has been estimated in railroad cir- 
‘cles at $900,000. The suggestion that our 
| Georgia railroad commission should have 
‘credit for this work sounds like a joke.”’ 
| If the proposition made in court by 
Judge Baxter, as attorney for al] the 
railroads, meant nothing; and if he 
| meant nothing in his letter to the at- 
itorney general, dated April !2 (which I 
| will touch upon later), in which, re- 
ferring to the injunction and its with- 
\drawal, he said: “‘The principal grounds 
‘of complaint ‘ were that there were 
certain alleged inequalities and discrim- 
inations in the rates from the Ohio river 
,and Nashville to the south, You 
| will doubtless remember in our conver- 
sation that no reference was made to 
Tates on state traffic, transportation of 
‘which began and ended within the state 
ot Georgia;’’ if the table showing dis- 
|Criminations submitted to the traffic of- 
ficials of the railroads meant nothing; if 
the visits of Vice Presidents Culp and 
Winburn to “the office of the railroad 
commission in Atlanta to confer about 
the pending adjustment meant nothing, 
then, possibly ‘‘the suggestion that our 
Georgia railroad commission should have 
credit for this work sounds like a joke.”’ 
| But if al] these words said and things 
done by responsible gentlemen meant 
'what language implies they do, then the 
proof is plain that Hon. .Hoke Smith is 
willing to rob at least some of the demo- 
cratic officials of the state of the credit 
due them for their works, that he may 
demagogue for democratic votes. Allow 
me to make an axiom: “You are a great 
jtalker; but when you strike the record 
it doesn’t bear you out.’’ Very respect- 
fully, JOSEPH M. BROWN, 
Commissioner.

The title poem, 
“Perdita,”’ is a sensuous rhapsody of 
love, with the. inevitable morbid nota 
and tragic finale, in places so pastorai 
in its word painting and ardent sim- 
plicity of sentiment as to suggest Camp- 
bell’s “Gertrude of WyoOming.’’

The Great Naval Powers. 
In the last issue of The Independ- 


ent, James Bryce, the eminent Eng-| 


lish historian and politica] economist, 
writes about the growth of the 
world’s navies in a manner calcu- 
lated to put people to thinking. His 
mere statement of the extent of the 
increase in naval expenditures alone 
in the last ten or twenty years is im- 
pressive. The British outlay grew 
from $83,000,000 in 1890- to $195,000,- 
000 in 1905; in France the increase was 
from $39,000,000 in 1890 to $58,400,- 
000 in 1903; Germany’s advance in the 


$48,700,000; Russia’s from $20,450,000 
to over $58,500,000, and that of the 


of the- most practical results prom- 
ised being a proposition put forward 
by the health commissioner of Chi- 
cago, which a strong effort will be

The writer lays emphasis | 
upon the self-evident fact that the’ 
wealth and population of these coun- 
tries have not increased as rapidly 
as have their naval expenditures, and 
he naturally assumes that the people 
are either more heavily taxed or that 
a large proportion of the reyenues go 
tO war purposes. | 

As to changed conditions, Professor 
Bryce points out that while Italy 
might formerly have needed a navy 
for the defense of her long coast line, 
no attack menaces her now from any 
quarter If France and Germany fin- 
ally settle the old score of Alsace and 
Lorraine, the war will be fought out 
On the land; the naval phase of it 
could not be material. Russia is elim- 
inated from consideration altogether, 
and: the idea of open hostilities be- 
tween Germany and England is dis- 
missed as absurd and impossible. 
Regarding the turbulent jingo spirit 
which -breaks out on the slightest 
provocation in London and Berlin, 
Professor Bryce is confident that 
there is in his country “no man of 
political knowledge or judgment 
holding a responsible position who 
would not regard a rupture as an in- 
conceivable misfortune, which he 
would do everything in his power to 
avert,” and he is hopeful that this 
conciliatory spirit is true of the Ger- 
man people also. The war history of 
Germany would seem to show that 
the Germans are as slow to wrath 
and as well-balanced as the British. 

Thus the United States and Great 
Britain are only left to be seriously 
considered. Of course, England be- 
ing an island, her need of an excep- 
tionally, strong navy is patent, but 


Professor Bryce makes it apparent 
that her present navy really exceeds, 
the strength required of it. When| 
England adopted the “two power 
standard” of pitching her naval 
strength, France and Russia were 
the possible adversaries in mind. The 
destruction of Russia’s naval power 
and the new entente between France 
and England leaves this old align- 
ment of hostilities of no ~ present 
Now, indeed, the British navy 
has reached a strength equal to that 
of any three powers combined. ‘There 
is, therefore, no obvious reason for 
additions to the British navy. 

As. for the United States, Professor 
Bryce holds that our position is un- 
assailable; that no country could 
hope to gain anything by a war with 
us, and that no country is likely to 
run counter to our wishes so far as 
the Monroe doctrine is concerned. He 
does not think our insular posses- 
sions justify an extraordinary navy 
because, even though they might be 
taken, we should ultimately recover 
everythng. Apropos of our merchant 
marine, Professor Bryce thinks the 
connection between a great navy and 
the expansion of our foreign trade is 
not obvious, inasmuch as the latter 
would be most directly attained, “not 
by spending more on unproductive 
purposes in quadrupling the navy, but 
by lowering the present protective 
tariff.”

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Precautions Against Typhoid. 

Typhoid fever is present in Atlan- 
ta, as it is prevalent in practically 
every American city at this time of 
year, and it is but timely and pru- 
dent to caution the public to exercise 
every precaution and safeguard possi- 
ble to check the spread of this dan- 
gerous malady. 

Doubtless it will surprise Many of 
our readers to be told on responsible 
medical authority that under unfa- 
vorable sanitary conditions in a com- 
munity an epidemic of typhoid is 
more deadly than an epidemic of 
yellow fever or smallpox as treated 
by modern medical science. Up to the 
present, the proportion of deaths to 
the total number of yellow fever 
cases in New Orleans has been less 
than 15 per cent. There have been 
much higher mortality records. than 
that from typhoid epidemics, and yet 
yellow fever is regarded as a most 
alarming pestilence, while typhoid 
fever is regarded as a rather com- 
monplace malady peculiar to the lat- 
ier half of the summer, and, in the 
course of their lives, comparatively 
few people escape it. 

Typhoid fever is so prevalent 
throughout the -United States that 
the health authorities of the coun- 
try have recently held a national 
conference in Washington, D. C., 
where the grave issues involved in 
the prevalence of this disease were 
discussed by men who have made it 
e special study. The meeting seems

It will thus be seen how 
important it is-to keep flies out of 
‘a typhoid sick chamber and away 
from the discharges of the patient. 
The typhoid patient should, in fact, 
be as completely isolated as _ possi- 
ble. 

This, however, has nothing to do 
with the source of the disease. There 
is generally a local cause, if not 
about the premises, in the community 
at large. Bad or contaminated drink- 
ing water is frequently at the bot- 
tom of the trouble, and frequently 
it is an unsanitary domestic environ- 
ment, Dr. Smith, a health officer of 
Portland, Me., stated to the confer- 
ence that tke lobster industry is a 
heavy source of typhoid conveyance. 
The same is true of oysters. The riv- 
ers that carry off the sewage of 
cities carry with it the germs of 
typhoid, which, it is logical] to be- 
lieve, contaminate sea food. 

The plan of disinfectment proposed 
at the Washington 
ence is doubtless a good one, as far 
as it goes. But it largely devolves 
upon the householder individually to 
guard his home from this dangerous 
scourge by keeping his premises 
Scrupulously clean and observing the 
ordinary rules of sanitation. If the 
water supply ig questionable, the 
drinking water should be boiled.

Gainesville, Ga., September 23.-—-(Spe- | 
cial.)—Hon. Hoke Smith made an address | 
to the people assembled to hear him at 
the Hall county court house, beginning | 
at 11:30 o’clock a, m., and closing at ;

one of them again. He saifi he ap- 
pointed Cornelius King, whose first wife 
was a daughter of Bishop Turner, be- 
cause he had gotten over his first mar- 
riage and had taken unto himself for a 
second wife ‘this old family servant's 
daughter. 

He begged the people not to vote for 
anyone else, saying, in effect, that all 
others were usurpers in the reform move- 
ment of which he was the head.

SOBRIETY IN BUSINESS. 


EMPLOYEES MUST BE TEMPER- 
ATE THESE DAYS. 


But They Are Allowed Beer and 
Other Soft Drinks. 


Washington, D. C., September 15.—(Spe- 
Clal.)\—‘‘The business and social life of 
the great city of New York is turning to 
beer and soft drinks,” said Charles H. 
Treat, United States treasurer, when the 
subject came up of the experiment of 
the Subway Tavern. “As collector of in- 
ternal revenue in the Wall Street district 
of the city and in the clubs of which I 
@m a member I observed the same ten- 
dency. If you should walk into some of 
the great political and social clubs of 
New York today, Organizations composed 
of the best business and professional men 
of the city, seventy-five per cent of those 
sitting around the tables would be drink- 
ing soft drinks, in which I include beer 
as the foremost. Even wines are being 
used in decreasing Quantities. This is 
because wines ofter, contain much more 
alcohol than -is g0od for the consumer, 
My long experience ag a collector of in- 
ternal revenue taught me that the forti- 
fication and blending of wines often re- 
“ae je in a mighty strong drink. It ig 
nown that wines are near! 
fortified with alcohol. Wine essary fhe pd 
their different varieties, resulting in an- 
— gp of alcohol. The conse- 
ence is that th 
antl 6 alcoholic strength is 

"In these days of strict business re- 
quirement in a great city, men become 
temperate because of actual necessity 
They still desire Something that is gen- 
tly stimulating and meets the wants of 
companionship.. There is no question 
that they are turning largely to. beer 
Seltzer and such drinks. Less than one- 
fourth of those noticed in a big club are 
taking whiskey. When there was an ex- 
posure @ year or so ago of the use of 
wood alcohol in a number of Saloons in 
place of whiskey, resulting in the death 
of several men, I noticed in my own club 
a still greater tendency to leave whiskey 
off and substitute beer, the purity of 
which is, as a rule, unquestioned. 

“The giant railroad companies, the im- 
mense business interests of the country 
of all sorts, are beginning to exact from 
their employees a strict plédge to avoid 
dsitilled liquors, but these great concerns 
recognize the demand of human nature 
for a stimulant, and most of them do 
not prohibit beer and the mild drinks. 
The rule is a good one, in my opinion. I 
have lost tens of thousands of dollars 
by the inebriety of brilliant men whose 
talents in certain lines made them almost 
indispensable to me. Yet, as I grow old- 
er, I become stricter in wanting to know 
the personal habits of a man. If he 
drinks whiskey I would not employ him 
at any price. If he drinks beer in mod- 
eration, or other soft drinks, I would re- 
gard him as temperate and unobjection- 
able. Such is the almost universal rule 
of business men of prominence. That 
sccounts more largely for the increasing 
temperance of the United States than all 
the laws ever made” ***

There is another flower which grows 
in profusion in the fields amd by the 
wayside. The leaf is ‘heart-shaped, with 
white trumpet shaped flowers, with a 
magenter heart. The honey hes seems 
to be: especially fond of this flowef gor 
we hear it humming lazily as it seeks 
its evening meal, deep in the red heart 
of this pure white flower. 

We pass many cottages in their prim- 
itive plainness, the yardg of white sand 
swept spotlessly clean, with bright beds 
on either side of the walk of old-time 
flowers—the hollyhock, the -merigolds, 
zenias and bachelor buttons; and the 
dainty pink fingers of the graceful lady- 
finger wave gently to us on tlfir slen- 
der green stem; the melody of many 
birds fil] the air, and the fragrance of 
the wild rose and honeysuckle perfume 
every breeze. 

The bumiblebee by the wayside drones 
lazily as it seeks the store of honey 
hidden deep in the heart of the purple 
flower of the wild horsemint. 

As we go merrily along the eye de- 
crys a grand slender plant standing 
above the surrounding growth, of a royal 
purple hue, a ball-like form of infior- 
escence. And then there@is the passion 
flower, with its beautiful lavendar flow- 
ers. What pen can describe or what 
brush can portray this grand flower of 
the fields in al] its beauty? A -noted 
artist has said of all the ffowers, this 
is the most difficult to paint. 

And ag we pass through a forest of 
pines we take long brigths and sniff 
the pleasing’ odor of thg resonous wood. 

The pine trees of this section. of the 
state are of unusual height, standing as 
veritable giants of the forests, so tall 
and so straight. I think they might very 
well be called the ‘‘kings of the forest, ’ 
for they stand so majestically with their 
crown of pine needles. 

The roads are of the whitest sand, and 
are very good roads for the countrys. 
We now detect a sweet odor, and loox- 
ing through the trees we see a bright 
fire by the roadside, and as we draw 
near we see the sirup makers at work 
boiling the juice of the sorghum cane, 
which is of a light green color, at first. 
This cane gows easily in this country. 
We call to the driver to stop, and we 


shrill piping of the tree frog. So we 
hasten on, hoping to get there -efore 
dark, as we had forgotten to bring a 
light of any kind. 

We almost make a complete circle 
through forest of grand trees. We now 
come to a cottage and stop and holler, 
as is cusfomary in the country, when the 
door is opened and a lady in a sweet 
voice tells us we are almost to the 
springs. But as the forest is so dense, 
the trees so large and covered with such 
heavy foliage, it is completely dark by 
the time we-reach the spring. So one 
of the little boys of the party is dis- 
patched to the cottage to ask for a 
light. We get a light and also an in- 
vitation “to stop on our way back and 
rest. A family from Athens were tent- 
ing here for the summer, 

We now spread our lunch on the 
seat of the pavillion, which runs all 
round the old octagon shaped structure. 
The pavillion is honey-combed; or at 
least it appeared that way by we light 
of a flickering candle, with .ae names 
of mahy people of a. hundred or more 
years ago. 

The driver saying he wanted the team 
to rest and have refreshments, too, in 
the way of fodder and corn, we decided 
to accept the kind invitation which had 
been so kindly extended us. 

So we walk in Indian file in the wake 
of the candle-bearer. When we reach 
the cottage we are met by a grand old 
gentleman, with snow white hair, but 
as erect as any of the pines which sur- 
round his summer home, who proved to 
be none other than Dr. Hunnicutt, of 
Athens, who i sa wealthy son of the 
south’s old aristocracy. His wife wel- 
comed us in true southern style. 

This father and mother have a charm- 
ing family of daughters and sons and 
come here every summer for several 
weeks. In fact, Dr. Hunnicutt owns: the 
springs and 1,500 acres surrounding 
them. 

Madison Springs are 25 miles north- 
east of Athens and is one of the oldest 
watering places in the south. Arrivals 
at these springs were announced in the 
Augusta, Savannah and Charleston 
newspapers in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century, when long before the 
invention of railroads, wealthy citizens 
of Columbus, Savannah and Augusta 
were accustomed to make annual visits 
to thig meca of health conveyed in the 
grand old etage coaches of former days 

Broad river flows within a mile of the 
place and the soothing sound of its 
waters may be heard by sojourners at 
the springs. A large hote] and fifteen 
cottages were burned a few years ago 
and have not been rebuilt. The water 
of the two springs, seven-eights of a 
mille apart, is of most excellent medicinal 
properties. The air is salubrious and the 
scenery picturesque @nd varied. The gen- 
uine whippoorwi (not chuck will’s

Plums for the Bishop’s Family. 

The strongly criminating cpincidence 
of the excellent positions given to }mem- 
bers of the family’ of Bishop: Turner— 
| following, as these appointments did,” the 
| bishop’s strong letter. written to Presi- 
| dent Cleveland in behalf of the ‘appofnt- 
| ment of Secretary Smith—has been clear- 
| dy set forth in the columns of The Con- 
stitution and of other Georgia’ news- 
papers. 

Bishop Turner himself has told the 
story of that “letter of endorsement. The 
records of the Interior department tell, 
more eloquently than could any words, 
| the story of Secretary Smith’s gratitude 
_to the bishop and of the material ‘evi- 
| dence he gave of that gratitude. 

Hardly had he become safely: settled 
in his .office before he appointed Dave 
Turner, the bishop's san, to the_ position 


year. This was an “original” appoint- 
| ment. although Dave was no stranger 
to the department. of the 
Fhrough the influence which his father 
had, naturally, exerted with republican 
| Officials, Dave had been appointed to 
a “laborer” place as far back as 1/88}. 
Bishop Turner’s influence with the re- 
publicans was sufficient to secure Dave’s 
reappointment upon several subsequent 
occasions after he had been fired from 
fhe service. The records of the interior 
department show that Dave had been sev- 
eral times dismissed. They show also 
that at no time under the republican 
administration was he able to secure a 
position paying him more than $660 a 
year. He was finally dismissed by the re- 
publican officials in 1892. 


One of the first acts of Secretary 
Smith upon assuming office was to 
appoint Dave to an $840 position— 
a far better place than he had ever 
been able to secure under the re- 
publican administration. 

This act alone is sufficient to prove 
that, for some reason, Bishop Turne-: 
had more influence with Secretary Smith 
than he ever had had with any of Sec- 
retary’s Smfth’s fepublican predecessors. 
But this piece of incriminating evidence 
is only one of several. Dave's case is just 
the prelude or opening chapter. 

Soft Snap for John Turner. 

Then there is the case of John P. Tur- 
ner, the bishop’s other son. . Secretary 
Smith seems to have been anxious to 
have around him just as many members 
of Bishop Turner’s family as he couhi 
find. He gave John P. Turner a clerical 
position which not only carried a sa!ary 
of $900, but was regarded as one of 
the most desirable plums fin the pension 
office, “copyist acting as special examiner 
in the field.’ 

This detail to field work is earnestly 
sought by all clerks in the pension office, 
for the reason that It entitles them ‘to 
travel about the country at the expen3ve 
of the government. The duties of thesa 
“special examiners’’ are to make persona] 
investigation into the integrity and va- 
lidity of pension claims. 

In the Register’s list of these ‘‘special 
examiners,’” upon which the name of 
John P. Turner occurs, there was found 
the names of two other Georgians, both 
well known white men—Mr. James P. 
Lavin and Mr. Wyatt E. Thompson 

John P. Turner is the only negro on 
this list of twenty-eight “copyists acting 
as special] examiners in the field.” 


And not only this, but it is a re- 
markable fact that of the 209 “‘spe- 
cial. examiners” (of all grades) 
shown by the Register of 1894, 
JOHN P. TURNER IS THE ONLY 
NEGRO. 

And it is even more remarkable 
_but true, as shown by the Register 
of 1891, that during the preceding 
republican administration NOT A 
SINGLE NEGRO was given one of 
these “special examiner” places. 
| Every Man on the list during the 
Harrison administration was a 
white man! 
| It seems to Have fallen to Mr. Hoke 
| Smith’s lot to make the first appoint- 
| ment of @ negro to one of these highly 
| desirable and much sought after places. 
Can anybody question the potency of 
Bishop Turner’s influence with Mr.

Smith when he was able to have his son, 
John P., given sucn consideration as 
this? 

And Cornelius, Too. 

And then there is Cornelius King, 
Bishop Turner’g son in law. 

The consideration paid Cornelius King, 
in return-for the bishop's influence. was 
almost, if not quite, as marked.as iuat 
paid John P: Turner. For-Corneliys had 
an office especially created.for him. The 
ordinary “laborer” and. “assistant mes- 
senger’” and “messenger” places were 
not good enough for Cornelius. There 
had to be created for him the position 
of “chief messenger of the Dawes Com- 
mission, because, forsooth, the ordinary 


position of “mesenger” with that body, 


previously held by white men, wae not 
good enough for Cornelius. ONE THOU- 
SAND DOLLAR SALARY, WITH AN 
EXPENSE. ACCOUNT which, as Cor- 
nellus has confided time and again to 
his friends, meant a very material in- 
crease! 

So much for the bishop’s family: The 
records speak for themselves. These 
records disclosing the evidence of Sec- 
retary Smith's distinguished considera- 
tion for Bishop Turner and his ‘sons and 
fis‘ eon in law, are on file in“ the ap- 
pointment division of the department of 
the interior, where those who desire to 
do so can inspect them. 

Then there is the case of the .much- 
discussed Jennie Brown, the daughter of 
Bishop Turner’s friend Bishop Brown, 
in whom naturally the Georgia bishop 
felt a lively interest. Jennie Brown was

of $40 a month. She works in what is 
Known as the “paste room” of the pat- 
ent office in which, however, no paste is 
in evidence. 

There js nothing in the slightest de- 
Sree “‘menial’’ in this position. Al! the 
other employees in this department are 
white ladies. Secretary Smith himself 
appointed some white ladies to this same 
grade. Owing to the character of the 
work done here, these positions are re- 
garded as more desirable for ladies than 
many others to which higher salaries 
are attached. Evidence of tais fact is 
found in the demand for these places 
by white ladies and in their success in 
obtaining them. It is a safe assumption 
that at the time Jennie Brown wae given 
their position Secretary Smith had upon 
his desk applications from many south- 


ern white ladies wno would have been 
glad to have received just euch an ap- 


pointment, 


Other Negro Appointments. 

In the list of “original appointments’’ 
made by Secretary Smith, as shown by 
the official Register, the names of a num- 
ber of other Georgia negroes appear, 

It. will be recalled that the inaugura- 
tlon of the democratic administration of 
1893 was followed by a great pressure 
for place from democratic white men 
and white women, especially from the 
southern states. Under republican admin- 
istrations the south’s representation in 
the executive departments at. Washing- 
ton had been largely made up of negroes. 
The reason for this needg no explaining. 
Georgia democrats and democrats from 
Other southern states bellievéd, and had 
a right to believe, that a southern secre- 
tary of the imterior would not only shut 
his ears to the plea for place from any 
and all negroes, but that every negro 
holding office in the interior department 
when Mr, Smith took charge would be 
promptly dismissed and his place would 
be given to some southern white man or 
white woman. For it was clearly under- 
stood then, as it is clearly understood 
now, that there is nothing ‘“‘menial” in 
thoSe positions labeled “laborer’’ and “as- 
sistant messenger” and ‘‘messenger,”’ and 
there were in Georgia thousands of white 
men and white boys, and white ladies, 
too, who were anxious to have opened to 
them the door of opportunity in the Way 
The Atlanta’ Journal has siown it could 
have been opened, and as it was opened in 
the cases cited at the beginning of this 
article. 

But while these anxious, and in many 
cases needy, applicants were being spurn- 
ed with the accompanying suggestion tnat 
it would be better for them ‘to Push 
their energy upon-Georgia soil,’’ they did 
not suspect that it was the hand of the 
favored negro. which was barring this 
door of opportunity to them‘ 

They felt then, and they doubtless fee] 
today, that every position under thé in. 
terlor department should, in a democratic 
administration, have gone to a white man, 
or a@ white lady who needed the oppor- 
tunity to earn a support, or to a white 
boy who, by being able to support himsel¢ 
in this way, a8 many hundreds of them 
have, could devote his spare time to study 
tn some one of the excellent colleges at 
Washington, and thus pave the way to 
future success. 

And yet, im the face of this natura] de- 
mand from white men and women for

Promotions That Caused Talk. 

Not only do these “original’’ appoint- 
ments rise to bear eloquent testimony to 
| Secretary Smith’s opinion of the negro 
as an officeholder,- but there is a long 
list of negroes whom he found in office— 
placed there, naturally, by the preceding 
republican administration—whom he 
might have dismissed had he possessed 


the inclination. Instead of doing this, 


a number of instances can be cited of 
promotions of negroes made during Sec- 
retary Smith's term of office. Some of 
these promotions and increase of salary 
warrant comment. 

One of the most notoriqus of all was 
that of a Georgia negro, William H. 
Taylor. When Secretary Smith assumed 
office Taylor held a $900 clerical posi- 
tion, this having been given him under 
the previous republican administration. 
Recognizing that, of course, he had the 
power to reduce negroes holding these 
positions and to dismiss- them, Secretary 
Smith first reduced Taylor to $600. Later 
on, September 13, 1893—about six months 
after he assumed offide—Secretary Smith 
promoted Taylor from his $600 position 
to the $900 posititon of “copyist,”” and 
IN ORDER TO PREPARE THE WAY 
FOR THIS PROMOTION A WHITE 
LADY WAS, ON THE SAME DAY, RE- 
DUCED FROM $900 to $600. The rec- 
ord of this transaction is contained in a 
report made by Secretary Francis to 
the house of representatives setting forth 
promotions and reductions made in the 
interior department during the term of 
his predecessor, Secretary Smith. Taylor 
was later—still during Mr. Smith’s term 
of office—promoted from this $900 po- 
sititon to the position of clerk at $1,000. 

Another. of these promotions of negroes 
was that of Edward H. Hunter, of North 
Carolina, who was first appointed by 
Secretary Smith to a $600 clerical posi- 
tion ang subsequently promoted by him 
to the advanced grade of ‘‘copyist’’ at 
$900. Hunter is now a $1,600 clerk. 

W. H. H. Smith, of Louisiana, held a 
$1,000 job in the department when Mr. 
Smith assumed charge of the depart- 
ment, and in about six months there- 
after was promoted to a position paying 
$1,400, which he held throughout Mr.

“A more serious offense, though, com- 
mitted by Secretary Smith was in per- 
mitting, during his whole administra- 
tion, a colored man of low morality to 
act as first assistant chiefof a-~« division 
in the pension office in which many 
white ladies were employed. This man 
was the practical dictator of this division 
and made himself so offensive by his 
Manners and lordly ways that some of 
the ladies were in open protest against 
it. One lady, from Virginia, made a 
fight to be transferred from the di- 
vision on account of this man, and was 
accordingly assigned to another division. 
The name of this negro is J. William 
Cole, of Pennsylvania, 

“His wife had left him on account of 
his immorality, and Me was afterwards 
discharged for drunkenness by Secre- 
tary Hitchcock. Many people from the 
south familiar with the facts were sur- 
prised that Secretary Smith should per- 
mit such a man to act as chief of di- 
vision over refined white ladies, but it 
seems that Mr. Smith waa well pleased 
with the aituation, as he allowed Cole 
to run things there during his entire 
administration.”

There 13 no 
danger of the draft, there is no danger 
of purchase, there is little chance for 
any other than legitimate players to gei 
a chance in the game. 

So, if a team fails to come up to a 
certain mark the fault can be placed 
where it belongs, either on the shoulders 
of the coach, his material,’ or possibly to 
the athletic policy of the college he rep- 
resents. 

After all, there is but one question 
present in the minds of the football lov- 
ers these days, and that question relates 
to the chances of the different teams in 
the south, and to their hopes of winaing 
the different games to be played during 
a season.

So few young Women appreciate, when 
hearing of the salary paid the competent 
woman worker in the city, that her liv- 
ing expenses are to be paid and that liv- 
ing respectably and comfortably and at 
the same time economically is a problem 
worked out by the fewest of the few 
women. This borne in mind, not only by 
the young country woman, but by those 
who go from the cities in different sec- 
tions to metropolitan centers 
York and Chicago, and who find that the 
living expenses far exceed those of other 
places, while the salaries are not propor- 
tionataly large. 

There may be with the roseate 
views of young womankind, who think 
that the advice to receive information 
from officials is one superfluous as the 
average young woman knows intuitively 
that she must bear hurself with dignity 
when traveling alone, not even speaking 
when spoken te and yet there are many 
who boast city rearing and yet who 
have been known to be indiscriminate in 
the acquaintance miade when traveling 
alone. 

The matrons at the terminal stations 
of cities Atianta’s size relate many 
stories of the ignorant, wayward and 
unsophisticated young women who seek 
their protection in traveling; who are 
out of funds; who do not know where 
to go, and who are seeking work, all 
stories pointing to the fact that the 
warnings posted by the good women of 
the aid committee of the Louisville Chari-
